Necovski told the members that the dissolution of the collective would not 
be permitted and that those msnbers idio asked to leave the collective would 
be persecuted* In spite of the warning about 25 members submitted requests 
to withdraw from the eollectiveo All of these persons were interrogated by 
the UIB representatives and were told to withdraw their applications* 

All of them refused, but as late as 21 September 1951 none of them had been 
arrestedo 
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
